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IN THE CLAIMS . 

1 1 . A method of forming a container from a folded, flat, unitary blank of foldable sheet 

2 material, wherein the folded, flat, unitary blank of foldable sheet material, comprises: a base 

3 wall, a first closure flap foldably attached to said base wall along a first edge thereof; a rear 

4 wall foldably attached to said base wall along a second edge thereof, said second edge having 

5 a first end adjacent to said first edge; a top wall foldably attached to said rear wall; 

6 a front wall foldably attached to said top wall; wherein, said closure flap comprises a side wall 

7 foldably attached to said base wall and a locking flap foldably attached to said side wall along 

8 a locking flap fold line, said locking flap having a free edge opposite to said fold line, said 

9 free edge being arcuate for at least a portion of its length, said arcuate portion being curved 

10 inwardly toward said locking flap fold line; said method comprising the steps of: 

11 placing a plurality of folded, flat, unitary blanks of foldable sheet material in at

least one stack; 

is removing one of the folded flat blanks from the at least one stack; 

^ moving the removed folded, flat blank from the folded, flat position to an 

J 5 assembled, closure flap open position. 
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1-^1 2. The method of claim 1, fiirther comprising the step of: 

1^ moving the closure flap from the open position to the closed position. 

1 3. The method of claim 2, wherein the folded, flat, unitary blank of foldable sheet 

2 material further comprises: 

3 a first tab foldably attached to said rear wall at a first edge thereof, a second tab 

4 foldably attached to said rear wall at a second edge thereof, said first edge being disposed 

5 opposite to said second edge; 

6 a third tab foldably attached to said front wall at a first edge thereof, a fourth 

7 tab foldably attached to said front wall at a second edge thereof, said first edge of said front 

8 wall being disposed opposite to said second edge of said front wall 

9 further comprising the step of: 
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1 0 before the moving the closure flap step and after the removing one of the 

1 1 folded, flat blanks step^ moving one of said first and second tabs and one of said third and 

12 fourth tabs inv^ardly toward an opening formed in the assembled blank. 

1 4. The method of claim 3, further comprising the step of: 

2 after the moving one of said first and second tabs step, moving said locking 

3 flap toward said closure flap so that said locking flap will be smoothly inserted into an interior 

4 of the container, without jambing, during the moving the closure flap step. 

1 5. The method of claim 4, further comprising the step of: 

, rE inserting a food product into the container before the moving the closure flap 

step.
